But there is another strictly 
finuucial distinction: The Shanghai taxa- 
tion ix-based on rentals actually paid, while 
‘the Euglish taxation ig in all cases founded 
ona valuation presumed to represent the 
of .the premises: the 
difference amounts to as much asone fourth, 
or even one third, Comparing this with 
Conuty Couneil valuations of London: there 
are rome curious differences as woll.as like- 
neases, The control of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipality extends over ‘eight square miles ; 
that of the County Council over a hundred 
and twenty, Actually the Shanghai Muni- 
cipality has not yet opened up fur purposes 
of taxittion quite six. The valuution of the 
County Council for taxation. is nearly 45 
thilliou sterling, that of Shanghai 1; million 
terling, so that space for. space the 
Shanghai valuation comes to two-thirds of 
the London. Proportionally,Gondon is more 
than 50 percent. richer so that the reault, 
boars out the contention indicated above as 
to the high rental taxation of the Shanghai 
Settlement. Bat the house tax representa 
ouly two-thirds of the amount’ in Shungbni 
raised by diract taxation, for in addition ‘to 
the house tax, the ‘ground on which the 
house etnods. is also taxed, and thie tax 
brings in more than fifty per cont. of the 
other, Reduced to the Englisn’ acale ‘of 
tuxntion, then, Shanghai pays in direct, taxes 
some 49.

An excessively pro-nalive policy is 
pursued, aud undue power put in their 
hands by the granting of appoiutmonts that 
shouid ha given to Engtishmen, whose capital 
‘and hard Jabour have made the prosent state 
of prosperity. ‘The need for railway and other 


development, is neglected, both in Ceylon and 


India.
